al State Long Beach, along with 
the surrounding city, experienced 
95-degree heat on Monday, ac- 
cording to accuweather.com. 
National Weather Service me- 
teorologist Cathy Hoxsie said that the heat came 
from the usual high-pressure loft from Santa Ana 
winds. 
“This is a fairly normal type of heat event,’ 
Hoxsie said. 
But some students are not used to the heat. 
“You can’t take five steps without sweating,” 
said 20-year-old Bryan Corral, an undeclared 
sophomore, while tossing three clubs in the air 
on upper campus with CSULB’s Beach Balls jug- 
gling club.

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Verizon re-names free iPhone trade-in offer 


“Trade In & Trade Up” 
clarified confusion 
of customers expect- 
ing a free iPhone 6 or 
iPhone 6 Plus.

Following Apple’s release of the 
iPhone 6 and iPhone 6 Plus, Verizon 
announced it was giving them away in 
exchange for older model. However, 
Verizon has revamped its offer’s name 
to “Trade In & Trade Up,” because cos- 
tumers assumed they would receive a 
new iPhone as a gift, according to the 
iDigitalTimes. 

Unlike the previous offer, having an 
iPhone does not guarantee covering the 
full price of the iPhone 6, according to 
the Verizon trade-in website. 

“[Customers] can trade in a good- 
working condition iPhone 4, 4S or 5 
for up to $200 or trade in an iPhone 5S 
for up to $300, depending on the condi- 
tion, of course,” Verizon sales associate 
Michael Pena from Inglewood, Califor- 
nia said. “The 16GB iPhone 6 will be 
covered if you get $200 for your used 
iPhone, but if you want an iPhone with 
more memory the customer will have to 
pay the difference.” 

According to Verizon, those who do 
not want to be locked in a two-year con- 
tract will have to pay at least $649 for 
the new iPhone 6. 


thing being free, you either have to turn 
in your old phone or start a contract,” 
junior English major Christian Moore 
said. “I’d rather just sell my phone on 
Craigslist for more money and make a 
profit — although it’s more of a hassle.” 

Since Verizon released the promo- 
tion, competing carriers such as Sprint 
and AT&T have also released similar 
offers on their websites. 

Sprint announced on its website a 
new program that allows customers to 
lease an iPhone 6 for $20 a month. How- 
ever, the offer requires customers to en- 
roll in a two-year contract that includes 
unlimited calling, texting and data for 
$50 per month. 

AT&T is offering a deal that’s similar 
as Verizon’s. AT&T’s website also says 
it is giving customers a $300 gift card 
in exchange for any iPhone 5S and up to 
$200 for earlier iPhone models. 

It is also expected that some iPhone 
users may opt to buy the device from 
retailers like Wal-Mart, according to 
a report by NBC. The retailer has an- 
nounced that customers who enroll in a 
two-year contract through them will be 
able to pay $179 for the 16GB iPhone 6 
versus $199, the NBC reported. 

“T’m not too crazy about the new 
iPhone, but if I were to get one, I would 
probably buy it from [Walmart],” 
sophomore communications major 
Brianna White said. “It may just seem 
like $20, but if you think about it, 
that’s enough to buy one or two phone 
cases.” 

Those who are interested have until 
Sept. 30 to apply for the trade-in offer, 
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“There’s always a catch to some- according to the carriers’ websites. 


CSULB ranked 2nd lowest in 
student debt in the West 


U.S. News & World Report 
states that 70 percent of 
full-time students receive 
some sort of financial aid.

Cal State Long Beach has been ranked to have 
the second lowest student debt among regional 
public universities in the West according to the 
U.S. News & World Report’s “Best Colleges 2015 
Guidebook, according to a CSULB press release. 

According to U.S. News & World Report, over 
70 percent of full-time students receive some sort 
of financial aid. The report stated that the average 
need-based scholarship grant award is $6,554. 

The 2014-15 academic year at CSULB will cost 
an undergraduate student just under $6,500, ac- 
cording to the CSULB website. 

“To go to a school where I’m not worried about 
being in so much debt is pretty incredible,” interna- 
tional business major Annie Killen said. “It’s nice 
to have that weight lifted off of my shoulders.” 

Out of almost 400 accredited undergraduate 
engineering programs in the nation, CSULB was 
listed as having one of the top undergraduate engi- 
neering programs in the country, placing at No. 47, 
U.S. News & World Report. 

“I was excited to come to CSULB in the first 
place, now that I know that it has a really good 
engineering school, I just get more excited,” com- 
puter engineering major James Harwood said. 


CSULB was awarded with ranking in low stu- 
dent debt and its engineering program. The school 
has also been ranked fifth best public regional in- 
stitute in the West by the “Best Colleges” guide- 
book. 

Mortgages, car loans and all others type of con- 
sumer debt have begun to fall since 2008, accord- 
ing to gillibrand.senate.gov. However, student debt 
has surpassed and even eclipsed credit card debt, 
according to the website. 

Multiple Congressional bills have been present- 
ed to both chambers to help solve the student debt 
crisis. A majority of these bills have been denied or 
pushed back by Congress, according to the Library 
of Congress website. 

Student debt has risen quickly to nearly $1.2 
trillion since 2008. With this deficit continuing to 
grow, students look to the most cost effective ways 
to receive their education, according to gillibrand. 
senate.gov. 

When including private institutions, CSULB 
was ranked 33rd overall among other institutions. 
The schools ranked came from 13 states including 
Texas, Hawaii, Alaska and Washington. 

The guidebook compares around 1,600 accred- 
ited four-year institutions and assesses them based 
on peers at other institutions, graduation retention, 
student selectivity and alumni giving, according to 
the press release. 

The editors of the guide said that the rating of 
the colleges and universities is to help assist with 
students’ choice in choosing the right institution, 
according to the press release. 

The print edition of the guidebook can be pur- 
chased online or on newsstands beginning on Sept. 
23, according to the press release. 
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“Every single day, when I teach, you can 
hear the pneumatic dills and the jackham- 
mers,” Jenks said. “If you close the win- 
dows, it doesn’t make much of a difference. 
Plus, given how hot it is, it’s intolerable.” 

Jenks said that when the construction 
projects for the Liberal Arts buildings were 
being renovated, they “pushed” faculty into 
the Peterson Hall buildings. 

Jenks said, “It’s the worst teaching envi- 
ronment I have ever been involved in.” 

On Monday, many College of Liberal 
Arts faculty members sent their complaints 
to their department chairs, among other su- 
periors. 

Political science professor and CLA 
facilities director Mary Caputi said in an 
email to CLA faculty and staff that Inter- 
im Director of Academic Facilities Mike 
Blazey “put in a work order” early Monday 
morning to have box fans delivered to all 
the PH 1 and 2 buildings that don’t have air 
conditioning. 

However, junior English major Shay 
Sharp that the fans didn’t really work. 

“Tt’s stuffy in the [PH2] room,” she said. 
“{It was] circulation of warm air rather than 
cool air.” 

Nancy Quam-Wickham, who is the his- 
tory department chair, said that when the 
university closed up these buildings [LA] 
three years ago and moved many of the 
classrooms to the Peterson Hall buildings, 
that first fall there were no window cover- 
ings or fans. 

“We had students who were becoming 
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physically ill because of the heat,” Quam- 
Wickham said. 

She said that when CLA Dean David 
Wallace first toured the buildings, he said 
“he cannot teach in those rooms.” Since 
then, window coverings and some fans were 
installed, she said. 

Quam-Wickham said that Italian studies 
professor Clorinda Donato almost fainted 
several times while she was instructing last 
year. 

In an email sent to CLA faculty and staff 
on Monday, Donato said that the heated 
classrooms interfered with her physically. 

“Last year, I taught in PH1,” Donato said. 
“Tt was so hot that I nearly fainted a few 
times and had to sit down and let the class 
go early.” 

She said the room “was so stifling, that 
each week I looked for a different place to 
hold the class...” 

“T’m aware that some professors have 
had to be moved out of those class rooms 
because they have medical conditions that 
are aggravated by the heat — and that’s per- 
fectly fine,’ Quam-Wickham said. “But we 
don’t know about our students.” 

Quam-Wickham said that the fans dis- 
tributed to the PH rooms may help, but she 
said she doesn’t understand why faculty 
have to wait until they “reach this critical 
point” if the National Weather Service al- 
ready predicted the intense heat. 

“T understand that this an unusual heat 
event, but this is also year three,” Quam- 
Wickham said.

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CSU invests $2 million in electronic advising 


CSU plans to implement more electronic advis- 


ing by fall 2016.

The 23-campus California State Uni- 
versity system plan to invest $22 mil- 
lion to improve graduation rates; and 
$2 million would go toward electronic 
advising, CSU spokeswoman Stepha- 
nie Thara said. 

Thara said that the CSU invested in 
technology that will aid in the academic 
advising process. 

Some new tools that could be imple- 
mented in “eAdvising,” also known as 
electronic advising, include academic 
planners and mobile phone applications 
for scheduling classes. 

“The new tools will provide clear 
roadmaps to graduation and help stu- 
dents graduate on time,” Thara said. 
“They will assist you in determining 
what classes or requirements you still 
need in order to graduate... and present 
you with every possible class schedule 
option based on your personal sched- 
ule, among other features.” 

All CSU campuses are expected to 
implement the new tools, except for the 
predictive analytic tools, by fall 2016, 
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according to a Thara. Only 15 campus- 
es are expected to implement the pre- 
dictive analytic tools by fall 2016. 

Freshman biology major Michelle 
Ngyen thinks the current advising sys- 
tem is very helpful and said she wel- 
comes the improvement. 

“T think the investment for new ad- 
vising tools is well worth it,’ Ngyen 
said. “I feel that the education system 
always needs improving.” 

Sophomore civil engineering major 
Nabil Alharbi said he thinks the stu- 
dents will benefit from the investment, 
but believes that CSU should focus on 
other things besides investing in eAd- 
vising. 

“CSU should focus on rebuilding 
some buildings and help students find 
cheaper books,” Alharbi said. 

Junior film major Erica Aloya said 
she looks forward to the new tools in 
advising, but she would also like to 
see more advisers because she sees 
them as a valuable asset in obtaining 
degrees. 

“T feel like advisers provide other 
information, [other than advising], like 
scholarship information or providing 
some type of information that will lead 
to job opportunities,” Aloya said.

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Judge Masipa got the 
Pistorius Verdict Right 


n Thursday, Sept. 10, 
2014, Oscar Pisto- 
rius, the South African 
paralympian who shot 


and killed his 
girlfriend on 
Valentine’s Day 
last year, was 
found not guilty 
for premeditated 
murder; though, 
he was found 
“negligent” in 
the killing. 

South African 
judge Thokozile Masipa concluded that 
the evidence presented to the court was 
entirely circumstantial; furthermore, 
statements made by witnesses could 
not be distinguished as being actual 
evidence or statements that the wit- 
nesses heard in the media. 

Judge Masipa stated that “human 
beings are fallible,” and she concluded 
that witness testimony could not be 
trusted. 

Furthermore, a one-month hiatus 
occurred due to a court-mandated psy- 
chological analysis of Pistorius. It was 
discovered that he was suffering from 
an anxiety disorder. 

The trial was a gigantic mess. Many

South Africans are shocked by the 
verdict and many are assuming that an 
appeal is the next step. 

On a personal level, I believe that 
Judge Masipa got it right. The night 
that Pistorius shot and killed his girl- 
friend was on Valentine’s Day in 2013. 
At this time, the area in which Pisto- 
rius was residing in was experiencing a 
fair amount of home break-ins. 

South Africa has a long history of a 
crime epidemic. There is a very high 
rape, burglary, assault and overall vio- 
lence rate in South Africa. Pistorius, 

a prominent, white male was a target 
for criminals. He had a multi-million 
dollar home, was a paralympian and 


had more money that most people in 
his region. 

Pistorius might have been exces- 
sively paranoid when he decided to 
purchase a closet 
full of guns, 
ranging from pis- 
tols to automatic- 
machine guns. 
But he felt it as a 
type of protection 
to himself. The 
immediate area 
he was living 
in was safe, but 
surrounding area, 
not too far from him was not. 

The bottom line is: Pistorius killed 
his girlfriend when he willingly pulled 
a weapon and shot it at his bathroom 
door. The question that the court 
system in South Africa had to answer 
was whether it was premeditated 
murder. Did Pistorius know that it 
was his girlfriend, and not an intruder, 
behind that bathroom door the night he 
willingly shot at it with a gun? Judge 
Masipa’s verdict answers this question 
with a “no.” As of now, Judge Masipa 
did conclude that Pistorius is not guilty 
of premeditated murder, but he was 
negligent in all of this—so a punish- 
ment for Pistorius will still ensue. 


What happens when you delay the delay 


espite issuing a promise to 
Dew relief for the millions 
of undocumented immigrants 

in America, President Barack Obama 
made it very clear in an NBC interview 
on Sept. 6 that he is going to put a hold 
on granting deferred action for them. 
Journalist Chuck Todd, who conducted 
the interview, reasoned that Obama’s 
decision was driven by “election-year 
politics.” The president, however, 
insisted on unilaterally suspending 
deportations of undocumented immi- 
grants once campaign season is over. 

The White House’s announce- 
ment last Saturday was greeted by 
an outpour of bitter rumble from the 
activists who have devoted their lives 
to the issue. “Justice delayed is justice 
denied,” said the United Farm Work- 
ers. Another organization led by the 
youth to advocate for the dignity of 
immigrant families, United We Dream, 
called it “another slap to the face of the 
Latino and immigrant community.” 

Several Democratic senators are 
locked in tight over reelection battles, 
suggesting Obama wait for Congress 
to act. In a campaign debate early 
last week, Sen. Kay Hagan (D-N.C.) 
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“when he doesn’t 


said Obama should not take executive 
action for the mere purpose of easing 
deportations. Sen. Mark Pryor (D- 
Ark.) faulted partisanship for stalling

get his way.” This 
causes significant 
political pressure 
for Obama, from 
his own party, to 
ease off immigra- 
tion reform in the face of sensational- 
ized mid-term elections. 

The image of an immediate im- 
migration crisis has been created by 
the sharply rising apprehension of 
unaccompanied children crossing the 
border from Central America, during 
the last year. However, the situation 
of adult border crossing has slowed 
slightly over a long-term trend. The 
Department of Customs and Border 
Protection revealed 62,997 unac- 
companied immigrant minors were 
apprehended between October 2013 
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and July 2014. The steady emphasis on 
undocumented immigrant deportation 
results in the separation of families, 
causing the loss of contact for indeter- 
minate durations. 

However, not all undocumented 
immigrants are subject to deporta- 
tion. Assembly Bill 540 is an added 
section in the California Education 
Code, signed by Governor Gray Davis 
in Oct. 2001, allowing exemption from 
the payment of non-resident tuition for 
certain non-resident students who have 
attended high school in California and 
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received a high school diploma or its 
equivalent. The undocumented immi- 
grant temporarily becomes a non-res- 
ident that must file an affidavit stating 
that the filer will 
apply for legal 
residency as 
soon as possible, 
without any pos- 
session of a valid 
non-immigrant 
visa (F, J, H, L, 
A, E, etc.). It 
is important to 
note that AB 540 
does not in and 
of itself provide any legal protection 
to a student. An undocumented AB 
540 student can still be deported under 
common circumstances, such as any 
sort of negative law enforcement con- 
tact, which results in a criminal case 
or conviction. In the likelihood of that 
scenario, AB 540 students are still sub- 
ject to separation from their families.

sustaining an environment and eco- 
nomic system made by emigration. In 
another segment of the same episode 
of “Meet the Press,” the president reins 
in the fact that America needs “to be 
better off if we have an immigration 
system that works...So the best and the 
brightest, who want to stay here and 
invest her and create jobs here can do 
so.” Said Obama, “That families can 
be unified, and that a system where 
the millions of people who are here in 
many cases for a decade or more, who 
have American kids, who are neigh- 
bors, who oftentimes are our friends.”
